St. George beat Sydney City 
in a bitter encounter which 
saw the Slickers down to nine 
men after having Gerry Go- 
mez and Steve O’Connor sent 
off, and only firm handling by 
referee Peter Spiers in his 
first NSL game preventing an 
all-in braw! from developing. 

Hakoah now must win on 
Sunday against Wolongong 
which has probably kissed its 
1987 NSL chances goodbye 
after losing to Canberra City. 
Aother loss by Hakoah could 
see it drop out of the five if 
Marconi beats Canberra City 
this week. 

But Marconi has its prob- 
lems too, with Lee Sterrey un- 
available this week after being 
sent off in a spiteful match 
against Sydney Olympic. 

Marconi was very unhappy 
after its loss, with coach Les 
Scheinfiug claiming that Olym- 
pic’s first goal should have 
been disallowed for offside, 
and the game also was a per- 
sonal disappointment for Mark 
Jankovics, coming on as a sub- 
stitute for his 200 NSL 
appearance. 

Marconi will know what it

A Newcastle win would put it 
beyond Marconi's reach, and 
Marconi then would need to 
pray for a Sydney City loss at 
home to Wollongong, even if it 
downs Canberra, a pretty re- 
mote scenario.

If a 
chance to get back into 
National League coach- 
ing comes along I'}] have 
to seriously consider it,” 
said Ollerton, who joined 
Croydon late in 1984 
after a stint as player- 
coach of Preston Make- 
donia during which the 
club consolidated its NSL 
status.

Two of Croydon’s outstanding juniors aren't featured in the 
picture spread on these pages. I suppose they could be listed 
as missing in action, They are Mathew Bouw and William 
Hastie, who represented Victoria’s under-13s in the national 
championships in Western Australia last week. Both are mid- 
fielders and are really outstanding prospects. In fact, a cou- 
ple of clubs have approached the boys this season in an effort 


to lure them into their junior set-ups. If these lads maintain - 


their development, they’re going to have exciting futures. 

The future also looks bright for John Paul Miller. He’s in 
his first season as a player but this goalscoring machine has 
already notched eight hat-tricks with the under-7s. We're 
thinking of entering two under-8 sides next season — an 
under 8A outfit and John Paul Miller! 

But let’s close with a group rarely mentioned, in a good 
light anyway, when people talk about junior soccer — the 
Mums and Dads. 

The ugly parent syndrome isn’t a major problem at Croy- 
don.

Mike Plunkett is the 
man behind their 
success. 

“I’ve got an excellent 
working relationship 
with Peter Ollerton and 
he’s a good friend too. 
My aim was to develop 
o could go on 
and play in the firsts 
and to introduce the best 
juniors at the club to se- 
nior soccer. Of the 15 or 
so lads in my squad, 11 
or 12 have come up from 
our juniors. That’s a 
great sign of things to 
come,” said Plunkett. 

“One of the lads in my

It’s difficult to get sta- 
bility in the reserves at 
any club. Players move 
between the reserve and 
senior squads constantly 
and things are no differ- 
ent at Croydon.

and I’m really proud of 
them.” 

Let’s look at Plunkett's

CORRADO NOBILE 
(goalkeeper): ‘‘He 


played with Croydon as a 
junior but we signed him 
from Fawkner this year. 
His attitude is great, and 
his handling is superb, 
He’s played for the Aus- 
tralian under-l6s and 
he’s got a great future.” 

CRAIG CUBBITT (de- 
fender): “I put him in at 
fullback because I think 
that it’s easier to play 
there for a kid. He’s got 
an awful lot going for 
him.” 

JOHN BEALE (de- 
fender): “An excellent 
sweeper. John’s 21 and I 
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Croydon hopes to move to 
its new headquarters at the 
Dorest Gardens Recreation 
Centre in 1988 and the club 
currently is negotiating a 30- 
year lease with the local 


council. 

Once established at the Dorset Gar- 
dens Recreation Centre, Croydon 
would be able to mount a strong cam- 
paign for inclusion in the National 
League. 

Croydon was formed in 1954 by a 
small, enthusiastic group of migrants 
and joined the Victorian Soccer Feder- 
ation in 1958. 

Croydon’s first success came in 
1966 when, under the coaching of Tre- 
vor Owen, it finished second in Fourth 
Division and was promoted to Third 
Division. Consolidation on and off the 
field, including the establishment of a 
junior section in 1968, enabled Croy- 
don, again under the guidance of 


Division in 1972. Three seasons [ater, 
Croydon, coached by Norm Hobson, 
clinced promotion to the First Division. 

During late 1976 and early 1977 
clubrooms were built at Croydon Park 
thanks to a grant from a co-operative 
and council backing, not to mention 
hours of back-breaking work from club 
members and supporters. 

Having its own venue for fund-rais- 
ing functions enabled Croydon to build 
the team that won the First Division 
championship in 1978 by a record, 11- 
point margin. 

With teams being promoted from 
the Victorian State League to the ex- 
panded National League at the end of 
1983, Croydon started to prepare for 
what would be a giant step. Croydon 
had finished fourth that season with a 
side most observers believed should 
have finished higher. Strange then, 
that the National League promoted 
fifth-placed George Cross instead of 
Croydon. 

In 1984, the first team squad lost 
players of the calibre of lan Dobson, 


Paul Wade, Steve Marley, Joe 
Sweeney, Jimmy Rooney and Gus 
Macleod. It was no surprise then that : 
1984 was a very ordinary season. 
Things changed under player-coach 
Peter Ollerton in 1985, the year Croy- 
don won its first ever State League 
championship and Croydon confound- 
ed its critics by making it two in a row 
in 1986 
Some years ago the local council al- 
located land behind the Dorset Gar- 
dens Hotel for sporting development. 
Plans for developing the land consis- 
tently were delayed until last year 
when talks between the new mayor 
and his councillors and representa- 
tives of Croydon proved productive. 
Croydon’s juniors hope to be play- 
ing at the Dorset Gardens Recreation 
Centre next year and the following 
year the seniors hope to move onto 
two full-size pitches there.
